Alfalfa-grass mixtures in rotations provide excellent summer pasture and high 
quality winter feed. There is no soil washing on this slope 



Sweet clover in rotation supplies plentiful spring and early summer pasture. As 
a green manure, it restores organic matter to the soil 



Sudan grass serves as a supplemental pasture during the late summer and early 
fall. It permits a reduction in the grazing of permanent pastures during late summer 



Pastures of bluegrass and white clover provide the bulk of the pasture in spring 
and fall. There is no erosion problem in this field 



The application of lime is frequently necessary to secure good stands of desir 
able grasses and legumes for both hay and pasture
